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Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 10/15/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. Set In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re 
Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Applicant argues Fischer, Moore, Bohm et al., and Maruyama et al. do not disclose a grab 
handle being non-rotatable having ends disposed within a recess of a headliner. However, the 
combination of the elements as a whole, as set forth in the action mailed 8/9/04, does in fact 
disclose and teach the claimed invention as broadly recited and interpreted. 

With regard to the statement that Bohm et al. teaches the storing of a rotatable support 
strap, the examiner notes that the modification of Fischer, as modified, with Bohm would also 
provide the handle of Fischer, as modified, to be stored in the recess and therefore out of the way 
of the heads of passengers in the vehicle. This would create more head room for vehicle 
occupants and allow the handle to be "stored" in the recess. 

Applicant goes on to state that Maruyama et al. does not show a recess in the lining 2 for 
the assist grip 3. However, the examiner is using this reference to teach placing grab handles a 
various locations throughout the vehicle, such as at the front driver side, front passenger side, 
rear driver side, and rear passenger sides. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references 
of Fischer, Moore, and Bohm, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established 
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by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where 
there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references 
themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re 
Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 
USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, it would have been obvious to combine Fischer and 
Moore in order to optimize the material characteristics of the grab handle, such as strength and 
flexibility. It further would have been obvious to combine Fischer, as modified, with Bohm et al. 
in order to conveniently disposed the handle out of the way of the heads of passengers and 
thereby create an aesthetically pleasing appears to the interior as well as providing more head 
room for occupants. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is 
based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on 
obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so 
long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the 
time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the 
applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 
170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971).
